THE PAT Oliphant cartoon on the 
1 editorial page depicting the military 
I medical personnel as being a bunch 
of dunderheads and incompetents is 
demeaning, derogatory and an ugly 
slap in the face to many good and 
dedicated people. 

In view of the recent spate of such 
propaganda, I too had some and 
qualms about permitting my wife to 
submit herself for surgery at the 
naval hospital in Orlando. But I only 
have this to say for the results: Her 
treatment from the beginning was 
outstanding and the actions of the 
staff, including the career surgeon, 
were nothing less than exemplary. 
Their dedication to their tasks and 
the welfare of the patient was the 
watchword and the order of the day. 

On the other side of the coin, I’ve 
had my share of bad moments with 
the civilian side of the medical 
profession. 

As an example, I had heart surgery 
more than two years ago and appar- j 
ently some of the wire sutures were 
not properly placed. As a result, I had 
severe pain in the rib cage and shoul- 
der, and the left arm was rendered 
useless right after the operation. I 
consulted with no fewer than five i 
physicians and surgeons only to be 
told that my problems ranged from 
muscular to "rocks in my head.” 

After more than 20 months’ plead- 
ing and cajoling (and even threaten- 
ing), I had several of the offending 
wires removed and the relief was 
_ almost instantaneous. 

Incidentally, I had to pay again for 
this mistake. 


The news media seem to get their 
"jollies” harassing and harping about 
government medical facilities, espe- 
cially the Veterans Administration. 
Lest they forget, the VA hospitals are 
100 percent staffed with civilians.

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New NHO clinic can help ‘stress’ smokers 


From Naval Hospital Orlando 

Do you smoke because of tension and stress? 
Have you quit before, only to start smoking 
again when pressure mounted? Was quitting on 
your own too much of a burden? 

The Naval Hospital’s Freedom From Smoking 
Group Program may be what you need. “Quitting 
smoking involves more than simply eliminating a 
bad habit,” says Lieutenant Commander Jean 
Ensor, the hospital’s patient education 
coordinator. “It is a major change in lifestyle 
which affects a person’s self-image and the 
ways daily stresses are handled. Sometimes you 
can’t eliminate smoking permanently unless you 
replace it with other coping strategies,” she 
says. 


Developed and tested extensively, the 
American Lung Association’s new Freedom 
From Smoking Program runs for several 
sessions. “’Quit Night” is at the third session. 
Although the majority of sessions are a week 
apart, the fourth session is held three days after 
the third to offer support and encouragement 
with 72 hours of quitting. 

“We think smokers can use all the help and 
support they can get when they quit,” says 
Ensor, “and that’s what we try to supply with 
Freedom From Smoking clinics.” 

To find out more about the group program, 
which starts at 2:30 p.m. on Oct. 20 and 
culminates in a celebration on Dec. 1, call the 
Naval Hospital Staff Education and Training 
Department at 646-4955/4956. Sessions will be 
held in the Naval Hospital’s William G. Lawson 
Room.

NTC success story

The Department of the Navy has an established record of success in 
supporting the federal policy of promoting the employment of disabled 
people. The thrust of the Navy Department’s policy is to employ people 
who are fully qualified to do the job, even though they may have 
disabilities. The success of the program at the Orlando Naval Training 
Center and tenant commands has earned an official citation in a recent I.G. 
report. 

The most critical element in this program’s equation for success is 
management commitment. As evidenced by the following story about Sally 
Bryden, the term “management commitment” is base-wide in scope. 

. Sally experienced polio at the age of 2 years, which left her right hand 
and arm paralyzed. Relocating to Florida with her young son in the 
mid-1970s, she was faced with the prospect of raising her son “on her 
own,” along with the need to develop marketable skills in order to obtain 
gainful employment. She became a client of the State of Florida’s Office of 
Vocational Rehabilitation in 1978, and with their assistance, obtained her 
associate’s degree in data processing from Valencia Community College 
in 1983. 

In spite of the Vocational Rehabilitation Office’s efforts to help her gain 
employment after she completed her Valencia degree, Sally had been 
unable to get any jobjelated to her education, as of the spring of 1985. 

Then Sally was interviewed for a temporary Computer Aid GS-5 position 
with the Training Analysis and Evaluation Department at the Naval Training 
Systems Center, and she was selected for that position. She later received 
another temporary appointment in another branch of the same 
organization in December 1985. Sally’s successful experiences and 
performance with the Training Analysis and Evaluation Department of 
NTSC helped her get selected for permanent employment as a GS-5 
computer operator with Naval Hospital Orlando’s Management 
Information Department, in September of this year — truly management 
commitment on an installation-wide basis. 

At the Naval Hospital, Sally will be implementing programs that are used 
to automate such management systems as inventories and reports. Master 
Chief Petty Officer Maxwell Crabbe, her supervisor, described her after less 
than one week on the job as an independent worker and said she has 



already made significant contributions to their data management system. 
Crabbe selected her sight unseen on the strength of her application 
because she had the necessary training and experience in micro 
computers to get his job done. He does not see her as handicapped, but as 
an employee with much to offer to the success of his work group. 

Susan Schalow of the Training Analysis and Evaluation Department at 
NTSC, described Sally in pretty much the same way: “a self sufficient, very 
independent worker — a hard worker who was busy all the time.” 

While working at NTSC, Sally developed, implemented and supported 
Condor programs and was responsible for Zenith user support, working 
with and assisting other users of Zenith computers. Mrs. Schalow stated 
that she was sorry to see Sally leave NTSC and would gladly have retained 
her, but could not because of ceiling limitations. 

For her part, Sally is very appreciative of the people who have given her 
the opportunity to work for the Navy and who have taught her so much. She 
mentioned especially Dr. William Swope, Charles Morris, Thomas Peeples, 
Susan Schalow and Michael Gaillot from NTSC; and Master Chief Crabbe, 
her present supervisor at the Naval Hospital.

NHO owns ’ 86 Commander’s Cup

Results of the closest race in re- 
cent Commander’s Cup history 
were made official last week with 
the announcement that Naval 
Hospital Orlando is the 1986 NTC 
Commander’s Cup Champion. 

Hospital athletes fought it out to 
the wire with Service School Com- 
mand, but when the dust had 
cleared, last year’s Cup champions 
finished 14 points behind NHO to 
wind up second in place. 

The closeness of this year’s race 
was evident to all who checked the 
final standings in the annual Com- 
mander’s Cup Sports Banquet pro- 
gram. At the end of an entire year of 
athletic competition, the top four 
teams were separated by a scant 51 


points. Last year, by contrast, Ser- 
vice School Command finished 52 
points ahead of runner-up Naval 
Dental Clinic. 

This year’s Dental contingent fad- 
ed to third after losing ground to the 
leaders in the spring individual 
sports tournaments, finishing with 
913 points and barely edging fourth- 
place Naval Training Station, which 
tallied 906.

In the improvement category, 
Naval Hospital’s performance was 
little short of spectacular, as the 
corpsmen soared from a seventh- 
place finish in 1985 to be crowned 
the 1986 champions.

Credit union lives

The Navy Orlando Federal Credit Union and its 
employees have been active volunteers in many 
areas of the NTC community throughout the year. 
In keeping with the credit union philosophy of 
“people helping people,” the credit union helped 
send holiday greetings to thousands of overseas 
service members, contributed to the success of 
building a grandstand at the Recruit Training 
Command and is currently participating in the 
Annex Chapel Drive. 

In December, Project Uplift gave the credit 
union an opportunity to help their Navy members 
worldwide. The Non Commissioned Officers 
Association (NCOA) presented Navy Orlando 
Federal Credit Union with a certificate of 
recognition, in gratitude for their continued support 
of Project Uplift. The credit union contributed $500 
toward postage, and volunteers donated time as 
well as Christmas cards in one of the most successful 
volunteer efforts of the year, mailing holiday 
greetings to over 75,000 service members 
worldwide. Project Uplift received the Admiral 
Thompson Award, the highest naval public relations 
award. 

In June, retired Master Chief Petty Officer Paul 
Curtis, presented an NCOA appreciation award to 
Navy Orlando Federal Credit Union for its 
participation in the Big Orange Games, a one-day 
series of events held annually for severely disabled 
children. The credit union will be participating 
again this year on May 5, providing the funds for 
food and also volunteers to assist the competitors. 

Navy Orlando F ederal Credit Union contributed 
$1 ,000 in November toward Project Grandstand, a 


fund-raising effort to improve the weekly graduation 
ceremonies. In conjunction with the Navy League, 
many credit union employees have presented the 
Outstanding Recruit Award at the graduation 
ceremonies throughout the year. Beginning this 
spring, the credit union will also be providing an 
educational 30-minute seminar at the weekly 
orientation for the Nuclear Power School and 
Service School Command to teach the new students 
about financial institutions and how to manage 
personal finances. 

The Annex Chapel Drive is currently under way 
and Navy Orlando Federal Credit Union is an 
active participant in the fund-raising effort. The 
credit union is participating as a major contribution 
center.

Credit Union President Ed Baranowski, who is 
also president of the Central Florida chapter of the 
Navy League, has enlisted the help of the Navy 
League and credit union employees, including Sarah 
Hamby, vice president of operations, who will act 
as treasurer for the chapel drive. 

Mrs. Hamby, like many of the fund drive 
volunteers, has personal ties to the Annex Chapel. 
“On May 23, 1958, Cal and I were married at the 
McCoy Air Force Base Chapel. Cal had been 
stationed at McCoy Air Force Base and served 
under Colonel McCoy. We chose the chapel because 
of its quaintness. It was a small, private ceremony 
with only two attendants, and it was in the middle 
of a bad rain storm. The Air Force chaplain was late 
because, as he was leaving for the chapel, a couple 
stopped at his house to be married.”

Credit Union’s basic philosophy and why community 
involvement is so important. “A credit union is 
people helping people. Credit unions are 
organizations of people, not of money. Members are 
the heart of the credit unions, the reason for the 
credit union’s existence. 

The Credit Union’s community involvement 
doesn’t end with NTC. Employees donated over 
200 gifts, food and money to the Russell Home this 
past Christmas instead of exchanging gifts. 
Furthermore, a benefit account has been established 
for Matthew Hyland, a young shooting victim, to 
help pay for his extensive medical bills. When 
asked why Navy Orlando stresses volunteerism 
and community involvement, Mr. Baranowski 
replied, “Service to members is what distinguishes 
credit unions from other financial institutions. 
‘Not for profit, not for charity, but for service,’ 
captures the essence of the credit union idea.”

The Naval Hospital, Orlando, Florida was officially 
commissioned and placed into an operational status on 1 
July 1968 under the command and support of the Chief, 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. Among the dignitaries 
attending and participating in the ceremony were The 
Honorable Charles F. Baird, Under Secretary of the Navy; 
VADM George M. Davis, MC, USN, Deputy Chief of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery; and VADM Charles K. 
Duncan, USN, Chief of Naval Personnel. 

The Orlando Air Force Base Hospital was originally built 
and activated in 1943, closed in 1949, and reopened in 1952 
as the 1360th USAF Hospital, Orlando. It was transferred 
to the Naval Hospital, Orlando at 2400 on 30 June 1968. 
At the time of transfer, the census was 52. As staff and recruit 
personnel were received at the Naval Training Center, 
Orlando, a peak census of 222 was reached on 9 March 1970. 

Ground breaking for the present five-story hospital was 
on 5 July 1977. During the month of July 1978, the “topping 
out” ceremony was held. The last steel beam, decorated with 
colorful banners and the American flag, was hoisted into 
position. The ultra-modern, five-story, 105-bed facility was 
a step nearer completion. 

On 12 April 1981, the move to the new hospital was 
completed and the formal dedication took place on 23 April 
1981. VADM George M. Davis, MC, USN (Ret.) was the 
guest speaker at the dedication ceremony. Of particular note 
is that this medical facility came full circle with Admiral Davis 
... he was an official participant at the commissioning 
ceremonies of Naval Hospital, Orlando in 1968.
